THE GAUGASIAN
IMMIGRATION
BILL STARTED

The following bill was Introduced
in the House of Representatives on
June 14 by Delegate Kalananiaole:

Wherens, the welfare and clvie
proegress  of Hawall depend wupon
hullding up in that Territory a larger
citizen population; and

Whereas, such a populntion, by pro-
viding a stronger loeal militla and by
supporting diversified agriculture and
the production within the Territory
of foods now imported, will increase
the value of Hawuall to the military
defense of the United States; and

Whereas, assisted immigration has
already erveuted In this Territory o
population of Ciaucasian lfdrmers and
farm laborers numbering nearly thir-
ity thousand; therefore

Be 1t enacted by the Senate and
House of Representatlves of the
United Siates of Amerien in Con-
gregs agsembled, That the Territory
of Hawali shall bave authority to em-
ploy funds ralsed by taxation te pre-
pay the fares and to otherwise en-
courige the Immigration to Hawall
of Cancasiansg, whether from the
miinleud ol the United States or
from other couniries: Provided, That
anch Immigrants, excapt In respect ta
being assisted. ghall be ellgible to
admlssion to the United States nunder
such Tedernl Immigration laws as
may at the time of their arrlval bae
in force: And provided, further, 'Thut
the Territory of Howail sghall be
bound to refurn to the country from
which they came any such Imml
wrants who may, within three years
affer landing in the United Statea,
become publie charges,

And In order to protert the Tervi-
tory of Hewaell in gecuring the henelly
of snch expenditures, any labor agent
O other person whp shall solloit to
leave the 'I‘m'rllor_v Immigrants thus
